Class  Procedure,  to  be  followed  for  all  three  students 

1.  Students  will  come  forward  and  sit  alongside  Scahefer-Simmern  and  discuss  work  with 
him. 

2.  Students  will  put  their  work  on  the  bulletin  board. 

3.  Use  one  camera  for  close  ups  of  students  and  Schaefer-Simmern  as  they  talk. 

4.  Use  other  camera  to  give  effect  of  being  in  a  classroom  by  shooting  over  the  backs 
of  the  rest  of  the  students  sitting  in  chairs.  Occassionally  pan  across  student's 
faces  to  pick  up  any  interesting  expressions. 

5.  Cut  to  Tight  CU's  of  painting  on  bulletin  board  while  it  is  being  discussed. 

6.  Alternate  between  CU  of  painting  under  discussion  and  varied  shots  of  Schaefer- 
Simmern,  student  discussing,  and  class. 

7.  Students  will  be  excused  upon  completion  of  discussion  and  told  to  return  to  their 
seats  by  Schaefer-Simmern.
